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A GENERAL STRIKE BY FREIGHT 
HANDLERS. 


Cemmitteces Wait on Officiels -of the New York end 
New Jersey Batlrosds and Demand an 
Immediate Advarcein Wages—Ths Long- 
shcrement's Fieces Being Fill.d, 


New York, January 
made today by the freight handlers employed 
by the Central railroad, on the New Jersey, by 
the Pennsy vania railroad, by the New Yor«, 
Lake Erie and Western, and it is understood, 
by employes of all roads leading into Jersey 
City, for increased ‘wages, and threatening to 
immediately quit work if their demands were 
not complied with. Inthe ease of the New 
Jersey Central and Erie the concessions asked 
for by the men were refused absolutely. The 
Erie men asked for a reply tomorrow moraing, 
at which time they would strike if the de- 
mands are not complied with. They were an- 
swered atonce, however. The Jersey Central de- 
manded a reply by threeo’clock this afternoon. 
The road is in the hands of a receiver 
appointed by the United States court. At 3 
o'clock the receiver rejeeted the demands, and 
the men struck as soon as their committee re- 
ported. The Jersey Central men presented a 
scale of pay embracing everything from [freight 
handlers to clerks, book-keepers and ferry 
agents, and closed with a demand for its adop- 
tion, and also that the coal strike, as far a3 the 
Central railroad of New Jersey is concerned, 
he settled in twenty-four hours after present- 
ing this petition. Itwassigned “by order of 
the Bartholdi Association executive commit- 
tee.” 

l’'reight handlers of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road bad large meetings together tonight. An 
ultimatum was pfesented to the companies 
declaring that unless an increase of wages was 
eranted before 11 a wm. tomorrow, all hands 
would quit work at noon. 

Qnthe New York water front the only 
change from Saturday seemed to be that on 
every dock so much progressjhad been made 
to supply the places of the strikers that they 
can scon be dispensed with altogether. On 
several steamship docks work is up to date, oh 
others it is behind hand from one to two days: 
but not any of them is at a standstill. The 
same condition of affairs prevails in the coal 
trade. Shippers on the Jersey side were but 
little hampered, while dealers in New York 
and Brooklyn are landing great «uantities of 
coal in spite of the strikers. One method was 
by severgl dealers combining and securing en- 
closed decks with steamer hoisting apparatus, 
thus requiring a less number of men.

mite packed in a satchel that had been left in 
the closet room. Sinclair told the captaigof 
ihe stranger who had hurried ashore as the 
last bell was ringing before the steamer sailed. 
and naturally he is regarded as having placed 
the satchel containing the explosive. The 
steamer at once put about, and arrived at her 
dock at 10:30 tonight. The damage to the ves- 
se] has not been obtained as yet. 

The Guyandotte left her pier at} p. m., with 
a mixed cargo, though only partly loaded. She 
carried five saloon and fifteen steerage passeu- 
gers and a crew of forty-two. The vessel was 
off Long Branch at 5:40 p.m., when the ex- 
plosion occurred in the starboard quarter aft. 
At the moment the captain was in the pilot 
house. ‘The explosion was heard in every part 
of the vessel, and the detonation 
caused much excitement among the crew and 
passengers. Captain Kelly at once signalled 
to the engine room to stop, and an investiga- 
tion was at once begun. It was discovered 
that a hole about fifteen fect square had been 
caused by the explosion through the main and 
hurricane decks, and much damage had been 
done in the saloon and to outside joiner work 
on the main deck. The cabin was tilled with 
splinters of timber, a piece of which struck a 
passenger, named ]).A. Kelly, who was reading 
in the saloon, about sixty feet from the closets 
where the explosive is believed to have been 
placed. Kelly was severely bruised upon one 
knee, James Justine, a waiter upon the ship, 
was also. struck by pieces of flying 
wood and was slightly injured. 

The machinery of the vessel was found un- 
injured, but the captain deemed his vessel in 
no condition to continue the voyage, and he 
put back, returning here at 10:15, The cargo 
is uninjured. 

The stranger whom Messenger Boy Sinclair 
saw hurrying from the closets where the ex- 
plosion occurred is now known to have been 
about thirty-five years old, five feet nine inches 
high. He had a small blonde moustache and 
whiskers, and Sinclair says he noted the 
stranger some fifteen minutes before he came 
from the closets, and he acted as though he 
desired to avoid attention. Then he passed 
from Sinclair's observation until he came from 
the closets and went down the plank. He was 
the last person to leave the vessel before she 
sailed. Sinclair observed the stranger carried 
a satchel when he first observed him, but that 
be had none when he left the ship. 
The belief on board is that the 
stranger left his satchel, containing dyna- 
mite or some other powerful explos- 
ive in the closets, which are blown to atoms, 
and which lecate center of explosion. Captain 
Kelly will seg no one tonight. No person ,has 
been permitted on board, and the pier of the 
company is guarded by police who allow no 
person upon it. ers

NEW ORLEANS, January °1.—A serious at- 
tack has been organized here on the American 
Cotton Seed Oil Trust by the purchase of the 
Maginnis mills, for three months.

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RANDOLPH'S REMARKS, | 


LORD CHURCHILL’S SPEECH IN 
THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


On the Address in Reply to the Queen’s Speech—-The 
buigaman Muddie, the Evictions at Glen- 
beigh, the Irish Plan of Cempaign and 
Other Matters Referred to. 


LonpDon, January 31.—In the debate in the 
house of commons today, on the address in re- 
ply to the speech from the throne, Lord Ran- 
dolph Churebill said he had read, with entire 
approval, the instructions sent to Sir William 
White, British ambassador at Constantinople, 
respecting Bulgaria. He thought they had 
heen framed with prudence, wisdom and cau- 
tion. Regarding the Glenbeigh evictions, Lord 
Randco}ph said he thought there never was a 
case found under microscopic examination 
which was more favorable to Irish landlords 
on the whole. During the winter he said the 
landlords had done their duty ina generous 
way. He praised Sir Michael Hicks-Beach for 
the greatness of the sacrifices associated with 
the latter's acceptance.of the chief secretaryship 
for Ireland, and wished him success in the 
work he bad tudertaken. He said he had 
never seen much that he considered alarming 
in the plan of campaign. If juries refused to 
do their duty parliament would grant addi- 
tional powers under which those pursuing the 
plan of campaign would rather voluntarily, or 
under compulsion, abandon their course. Con- 
tinuing, he said that the best way to maintain 
union was by a sound administration of law. 
That neglected. down would eo the govern- 
ment--down the conservative party—down 
alsothe union. Heobserved that there was 
too greata tendency toward maintaining par- 
ligmentary alliances which were as transient 
and uncertain as the shiftiest winds. When he 
was inthe government his constant thought 
and desire was to make things as easy as possi- 
ble for the liberal unionists. But he frankly 
admitted that he regarded the unionists as a 
kind of useful crutch. {|Laughter.| He look- 
ed forward to the time, not far distant. when 
the conservatives would walk alone, strong in 
their own strength. He said the permanent 
preservation of the union must always depend 
upen the conservative party, which, if it want- 
eda waruing of uncertainty of its position, 
had only to watch the negotiations of the radi- 
cals. So greatly was Chamberlain en- 
amored of these negotiations that he 
was always going further with them. He 
hoped thatthe house would never follow 
Chamberlain on aline of policy tending toward 
the creation in Dublin of anything in the na- 
ture ofa parliament. That clear and broad 
position which the tories had assumed, they 
should never depart froni. The programme 
outlined in the queen's speech contained ample 
work fer the session, The bills to be intro- 
duced would be found toinclude much that 
was good and wise. 

Referring tothe estimates, he said if they 
bad heed framed uvon principlesof economy 
and efficiency, they had been much altered 
since he left the vovernment. {| laughter.! He 
Could assure the house that he could never 
on account of coaling stations 
alone. He knew that some conservatives were 
incensed against him, but he was confident 
that the progressof events would modify their 
judgment. It was not the first time that he 
had the evil fortune to wrestic with the con- 
servatives. Four years ago wien he procidim- 
cd that this party was going wrong, he was 
charged with disloyalty and treachery. Events 
hed since vindicated him. Again he appealed 
to the tiibunal of time. Any little influence 
he possessed had not been drawn from the in- 
side of parliament. It had come from the out- 
He appealed tothe just and generous 
je dgment of the people, who knew he had 

ought nothing except to protect and promote 
the material interests of the nation, and upon 
the great questions of economy and retrench- 
ment, he was content to patiently await the 
judgmentof Cvesar. 

Lord Randolph Churchill's 
eaused a great sensation in the 
house. It had the distinct char- 
acter ofa carefully edited oration at the open- 
ing of his speech. His praising Lord Salis- 
hury’s foreign policy and the soundness of the 
vovernment’s legislative bills for the session 
seemed to be leading up to a completetrecon- 
cilation with the government, and this epin- 
ion was strengthened when Churchill extolled 
Sir Michael Hick-Beach’s efforts in Ireland. 
Afterwards, however, he changed his tone and 
began to strike al] around. He insinuated 
weakness on the part of the Irish ex- 
ecutive: attacked the tories for their 
reliance on the unionists, charged Chamberlain 
with seeking an excuse to desert the cause of 
the union, and conciuded with a moderate yet 
powerful vindication of the principles of econ- 
omy in thenationaladministration. Although 
it was the best speech Churchill ever made in 
parliament, it was rarely applauded, the house 
listening in silence, wondering’ what was his 
ultimate aim. The non-party nature of his re- 
marks also assisted in subduing enthusiasm. 
It is believed that’Churchill aims at the for- 
mation of a tory-democratic section to assist 
bim in re-entering the cabinet without abso- 
lute submission, The speech was addressed 
more to the country than to parliament. 

Baron Denman, in the house of lords this 
afterncon, moved a second reading of the wo 
man’s suffrage bill. (On motion of the marquis 
of “alisbury, the motion was rejected without 
division. 

The amendment which Mr. l’arnell proposes 
to the address in reply to the queen’s speech is 
as follows: 

The relations between the owners and occupiers of 
Jand in Ireland have not been seriously disturbed 
in cases of those who granted their tenants sach 
abatcments as were demanded by the prices of agri- 
cultural and pastoral produce. The remedy for the 
crisis in trish agrarian affairs will be found, not in 
mncreased stringency of criminal procedure and in 
pursuit of such novel, doubtful and uneonstitn 
tional measures as thosg recently taken by her 
maAiest} s government, but in such reform of law 
and system of government as will satisfy the needs* 
and secure the contidence of the Irish people.

Lonpon, January 31.—The Mark Lane Ex- 
press, in its weekly review of the British grain 
trace, says that deliveries of English wheat 
continue to be in bad condition, making values 
generally lower. Sound wheat, however, 
maintains the rate. The usual comparison of 
sales of English wheat is not given this week. 
Country flour is cheaper, owing to an excessive 
supply of foreign brands. The receipts of 
breadstu ffs at London during the week equaled 
10s 385 quarters. Wheat was mostly American. 
Corn is cheaper. Oats have declined 3 pence. 
Linseed has gained 6 pence. Seven cargoes of 
wheat have arrived. Five cargoes were sold, 
eight were withdrawn and three remained. At 
today’s market there was no demand for wheat. 
Foreign was 6 pence lower. English, if in bad 
condition, was unsaleable. Flour was in large 
supply and 6 pence lower. Corn was quiet. 
Barieys were weaker. Oats were dull and 6 
ponce cheaper. Linseed was firm and advanced 
oO pence. 


THREE HUNDRED LIVESLOST. 


A British Ship Sinks on the Coast nf Bra- 
zil. 

Loxpon, January 31.—The British ship, 
Kapunda, which left London on December 11, 
fur Fremantle. western Australia, with emi- 
grants, came into collision nearthe coast of 
Brazil with an unknown vessel, and was sunk.

Tre Murderer Then Attemps to Commit Sat- 
cide- George Gray Shoots and KEilia Isiac 
Wiggins—Tthe Murderer’s Escaps and 
Arrest—A Quiet County Dis.urbed.

ABBEVILLE, Ga., January 31.—[Special.]—On 
yesterday morning George Gray shot and killed 
Isane Wiggins. Both parties were colored. 
Their mothers were both white. Theevidence 
brought before the inquest was that at the 
breakfast table George Gray asked Isaac Wig- 
gins—better known as Brink Stacham—what 
he would take for four or five potatoes. Brink 
told him he would not sell him that amount of 
potatoes--he would give them to him. George 
said he did not want them in that way. Gray 
is a stepson of Isaac Wiggins, and the only wit- 
ness is his mothor, who is Wiggins’s wife. She 
states that there was no fuss between them, 
only they kept on talking about the potatoes. 
Finally Gray told his stepfather to shut his 
mouth. Wiggins told him he would do so when 
he got ready. Gray told him to come outin 
the yard and they would settle it. Wiggins 
told him that he did not want 
any fuss with him. Gray was standing 
in the door, and drew a 44 caliber 8 inch barrel 
Smith & Wesson and shot him through the 
head, killing him instantly. Gray then started 
to run’and shot himself. Gray tried to kill 
himself, but the ball entered one inch above 
the leftnipple and ranged up and came out 
through the upper portion of the shoulder 
blade, Dr. Maynard was called to see him last 
night, and gave it as his opinion that he would 
die, but during the nighs he left. He was 
found this morning a mile or more from home 
in a thicket at the head of a branch, and is 
now in jail. The coroner’s jury brought ina 
verdict of murder in the first degree. Gray is 
twenty-one years old and Wiggins is about 

thirty-five. 
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A COLORED KIDNAPPER 


Whose Deeds Bring Him Before the Bar of 
Justice, 

GRIFFIN, Ga., January 5!.—[Special.]J—Tae 
News gives the story ofacurious kidnapping 
case which came before Justice Bostwick. A 
young negro boy by the name of Lewis Pleas, 
fell desperately in love with the sixteen-year- 
old daughter of Andrew Floyd.

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The End of a Sensational Murder Case in 

WATKINSVILLE, Ga., January 31.—[Special.] 
When the jury in the Whitehead marder case 
brought in their verdict, the judge was imme- 
diately notified, anda large crowd assenbled 
at the courthouse to hear the decision. There 
was a great deal of speculation about what the 
verdict would bo, but all seemed satisfied that 
it weuld not be murder in the first degree. 
Aiter they bad ail taken their seats, the judge 
atked if they had agreed on a verdict, and the 
foreman notified him they had, and handed 
the indictment to Solicitor-Cieneral Brown, 
who read out the verdict: “We, the jury, find 
the defendant, Crawford Whitehead, not 
guilty.” The judge then told him he could go. 
There was a great deal of satisfaction expre:s- 
ed at the verdict. Whitehead was on t 
streets all day, receiving the congratulations 
of bis friends. 

Whitebead was a renter on a place Mr. 
Hardeman had rented himself from J. G. Me- 
Norton. He had previously worked with 
Hon. F. P. Griffeth, who says he was an hon- 
est, clever man, when not enraged, and one of 
the best workers he ever saw. Wheu White- 
head left Mr. Griffeth to work for Hardeman, 
Mr. G. sold hima mule on credit. But the 
tenant aud his landlord did not agree, and it 
is said that Hardeman slapped his face, one 
day. Mr. Griffeth says that Whitehead came 
to bim and stated that he could not get along 
with Mr. Hardeman, and he wanted to sell 
his crop and move off before they had any 
trouble. Mr. Griffeth persuaded him out of 
this, saying he had better remain until his 
time expired, as to move might iujure his 
chances of getting anotherhome. Whitehead, 
who had great confidence in Mr. Griffeth, 
agreed to follow his advice. He returned to 
bis little faam and resumed work. The par- 
ties Jived about 100 yards apart, and they soon 
got to wrangling again. One day in the ab- 
sence of her husband Mrs. Whitehead 
says that Hardeman denornced her as a 
debased woman. On telling her husband of 
the words, he became enraged, and on going to 
the field carried a double-barrel shotgun with 
him. A negro was plowing his muleand 
Whitehead and his wife hoeing near at hand. 
At this time Mr. Hardeman and his wife p4ss- 
ed. Whitehead halloed him and demanded a 
retraction of the language that he (Hardeman) 
had used toward his wife, stating that he 
would kill him unless he apologized. Harie- 
man was entirely unprepared for the attack, 
being unarmed and carryinga plowstock on 
his shoulder. Hewasa brave man, however, 
and stated that he would do no such thing. 
Upon this Whitehead, true to his threat, fired, 
the entire load taking effect in Hardeman’s 
arm and side. He fellin his tracks and ex- 
pired ina few minutes. Whitehead did not 
want to leave after the- killing, but on the 
pressing persuasion of cne of his brothers con- 
sented to leave until things had quieted down. 
He went to White county, where he was cap- 
tured and brought back to Watkinsville.

HOW THE BOYS REGULATED A 
TOUGH CITIZEN. | 


A Reailrosd Section Boers Returns With & 
Companion—The Regulators Diecover Their 
Revreat, ard Run Them Out-—The 
Details ofdow It Was Done. 


Vatposra, Ga., January 31.—[Special.]}—The 
full particulars of the recent incendiarism and 
attempted murder mear Recovery, on the 
Florida line, in Decatur county, has been re- 
ceived. Mr. Hornsby, a section boss in the 
employ of the Savannah, Florida and Western 
railroad, lived in a building owned by the roal. 
It appears that Emma Puckett, a uotorious 
character, paid Hornsby a visit by train from 
Whigham, and spent the night there. This 
greatly excited the green-eyed monster in the 
heart of probably one of Hornsby’s rivals who, 
calling in the aid of another, determined to 
wreak vengeance on the unsuspecting victim. 
At about I0 o'clock a tool shanty was broken 
into with two crowbars and axes obtained, and 
the attack make, after Hornsby and 
his guest had extinguished the 
lights and retired. A rail afforded an 
effective battering ram—a window shutter 
situated just opposite Hornsby’s bed being the 
point of attack. The onslaught was made be- 
fore a word was spoken; the first intimation 
the inmates having being the crushing in of 
the shutter. which, together with the battering 
ram, fell across the bed. Hornsby and guest 
fied for their lives toa neighboring negro 
house, the inmates of which werestill up 
around the fire. Soon the attacking parties dis- 
covered their place of concealment and rene wed 
the attack, not before, however, the doors and 
windows were barred. A sixteen-foot p'ank, 
torn from a fence near by, afforded a formid- 
able weapon in the hands of the attackers, it 
being inserted through a crack which they 
hewcd through the side of the byilding. With 
this Hornsby was mercilessly punched, 
beaten and bruised. The terror-stricken 
negrces had taken refuge upon the 
joists of the building—whither, u Itimately 
Hornsby also climbed—after losing part of his 
scalp and receiving many smaller wouads 
Soon after this the attackers left, andina few 
minutes it was discovered that Hornsby’s house 
wes on fire and rapidly burning up—thes pre- 
sumption being that the attackers had raturn- 
ed and fired it. The roof soon fellin and the 
house and contents went upin smoke. Suaffi- 
cient evidence has been accumulaten to arrest 
Ed Johnson, a white man employed asa sec- 
tion band under Hornsby, and a negro named 
Jobn Rankin. also similarly employed, both of 
whem were arraigned before Justice Atwood 
for a committal trial. Theevidence was cir- 
cumstantial, and the hearing resulted in the 
acquittal of Johnson and binding over of Rin- 
kin to the May term of the sup2rio: court, and 
he is now in jail.

Caught Napping. 

Our New England contemporaries claim 
that the outrages which led to our war with 
Epgland in 1812 were no greater than those 
inflicted upon American fishermen in Cana- 
dian waters during the past few years. 

The Washington Post thinks this view of 
the situation is somewhat exaggerated, but 
it says that in one respect we are just where 
we were in 1812. Itsays: 

When we declared warinthe summer of Is!2, 
we were totally unprepared for it. We had 
no forts, vo armies, no adequate means oO! 
defense. But we were mad and plucky, and de 
clared war against the most powerful nation in the 
world, and the result was that we got a sound 
threshing. Itisasore truth, and one not often 
alluded to, but we were successfully held at bay 
on land and sea for three years by a nation that 
had two other wars on its hands, and then, after 
we had spent fifty millions of dollars and laid 
down the lives of 50,000 of onr bravest youth, and 
seen our Capital laid in ashes, it was admitted that 
the war wasa failure and a commission was sent 
to England virtually authorized to secure peace on 
any terms, 

Well, peace was secured on just those terms— 
without obtaining a single euaranty of the safety 
Of ship or sailor, ~ whose behalf the sword had 
heen drawn nearly three years before ! 

Such a bitter experience should not be 
without its lesson. By all means let us 
stand up for the rights of our fishermen, but 
if we are going to do anything to bring on a 
row let us get ready for it before we burn 
any powder.

Against Public Policy. 

A member of the Indi na legislature «has 
distinguished himself by introducing a bill 
tomake the killing ofa seducer by the father, 
brother or husband of the victim asimple 
misdemeanor, punishable by fine without 
imprisonment. 

The bill is not likely to pass, and there are 
many reasons why it should not become a 
law. It would be bad policy to legalize 
murder under any circumstances. It woultL 
put the law in the attitude of providing for 
its own dissolution. 

There is another reason why such a stat- 
ute is not needed. The great unwritten law 
of public opinion justifies 4 man when he 
slays the seducer of one whois near and dear 
to him, and it is always safe to trust the 
slayer to ajury of his peers. Legislation 
cannot improve the situation. In some ex- 
ceptional cases what Lord Bacon called 
‘‘wild justice’’ will always be administered 
hy seli-constituted judges and executioners, 


A Cranky World. 

The mind readers have captured Boston, 
the mind cure doctors have Chicagoon the hip, 
the spiritualists are everywhere, and Mr.

All this is bad enough, but the cable in- 
forms us that in VParis the study of bypno- 
tism has become a passion among medical 
men.

The hospitab'e neighbors, not know- 
ing their story, gladly sheltered them until they 
could build a cabin for themselves. Craig selected 
a thickiy timbered hollow remote from any of the 
other settlers and soon had their little habitation 
ready for them to commence the business of life in. 
He worked among the neighbors to obtain the 
meal and bacon necessary for their living until he 
could raise a crop. He was frugal and industrious 
and soon prospered sufficiently torender him inde- 
pendent of the other farmers, and then he avoided 
ajl associations with them. 

The seclusive habiis of the Craigs soon made 
them object of mystery among the simple people, 
and strange stories began to be c:rcnlated concern- 
ing their lives before they had come to the settle- 
ment, and hints of a secret crime were freely 
whispered. Several children were born to them4 
end ateach event of that kind the old women of 
the neighborhood were calied in. The first chiid 
bore a peculiar birth mark upapits forehead. [t 
lived only a short time, and it andits birth mark 
were soon forgoiten. When the second and third 
child were born to the Craigs, each having the 
forehead marked withthe same peculiar blotch 
the gossips began to whisper, and at last one old 
dame, more imaginative thgn the rest, explained 
the peculiar incidents in the Craig family tg put- 
ting their seclusive habits and the marks upon tbe 
children together, and announcing that Craig had 
killed his brother, and that the birth spots upon 
the children were the ‘‘marks of Cain,”’ transmit- 
ted through the father. The children all died a 
few days’after birth, and this old prophetess bold’) 
asserted that he murdered them because of 
the mark, lest through that his crime should 
be discovered. Craig had a deep scar over his 
brow from a blow received in the fatal fight, 
and this was convincing proof of the old woman's 
theory, she declared that he had received it by the 
intervention of providence.

When they told Craig's 
neighbors that they wanted him for the myrder of 
his* brother, the old woman who had foretold so 
truly his story was looked uponas atrue proph- 
etess indeed, and indirect communication with 
the Almighty. From thattime until she die 
few years later, she was literally worshipped by 
simple people, and her announcements had 
force of divine law. 

( raig was taken to his boyhood home and tried 
for murder and acquitted onthe ground of sel 
defense. The evidence of his Pulaski neighbors 
who gladly came to testify as to the‘‘mark of Cain,’’ 
was yery properly excluded. After the trial he ro- 
turned to his farg, and is probally still living tae 
life of a hermit, as he was recently, but he is still 
shupned by his neighbors. His wife died some 
years ago. 


BRECKINRIDGE AND BENJAMIN. 


How the Two Men Made Their Escape from 
the Country. 

Recently I saw in a southern paper a highly- 
colored and sensational account of the narrow 
escape and flight of General John C. Breckinridge 
and Hon. Judah P. Benjamin in their hasty trip 
through Flori¢a in April, 1865, writes a correspond: 
ent of ihe Philadelphia Times. Their fearful races 
and concealment to elude capture, apprehensive 
of recognition, dangers encountered, deprivations 
and perils experienced, were all glowingly por 
trayed. In the summer of 1875 I met General 
Breckinridge in Richmond, and one Sunday after- 
noon we were sitting alone in front of the Ballard 
hotel. I said that, if not unpleasant, it wouid be 
gratifying to have him give an accountof his 
escape after the downfall of the confederacy and 
how it occurred that Mr. Benjamin was separated 
from him. He replied that he would cheerfully do 
so, and said that after follow§ng Mr. Davis some dis- 
tance on the retreat he became satisfied that Mr. 
Davis had selected the most dangerous route, and to 
continue under his guidance, which he persisted in, 
capture would be certain and inevitable. ‘I de- 
cided to pursue a different course, and taking with 
mesome trusty men andas few as possible, lett 
Mr. Davis and his escort and struck off for the 
Florida coast. Soon afterward Mr. Davis, asI pre- 
dicted, was captured I met with some soldiers of 
the federai army. They did not recognize me 
and nothing specially occurred to cause me toanp 
prehend my arvest or safety. I passed a squad of 
them in a gallop, but no demonstration was ma ie 
against me, nor did they seem to be aware of who 
Iwas.” He said: “Having been accustomed in 
early life to hunt and travel at nightin Keutncky, 
I recalled the experience of my youth, and 
adapted mreclif tochange of circumstances, trav- 
eling incognito and with a few faithful and feare 
less followers. In ashort time, with nothing spe- 
cially perillous during the journey, wereached the 
coast in safety. We then procured a small boat 
and a supply of provisions, which were easily ob 
tained, as I was supplied with some gold, and with 
asmall pocket compass, which I always carried 
with me, and with J. Taylor Wood and two oth- 
ers inan open float we staried for the coast 
of Cuba. Intwodays and three nights of the 
most delightful and propitious weather, we landed 
within one mile of the island, ouronly guide being 
my pocket compass. Captain Wood fell overboard 
during the voyage, but was soon hauled in, and 
was 1:0i the least disconcerted or alarmed. He was 
one of the brayestofmen. After reaching Cuba I 
feund friends and accommodations. I remained 
there a brief time and then went to Paris and back 
eventually toCanada. The rest you are no doubt 
familiar with.” 

“Where was Mr. Benjamin’ I asked. 

‘‘He remained with me only a day after leaving 
Mr. Davis. He was aremarkable man; couldadapt 
himseif to any society or circumstances; could 
speak French, German and other langages fluently. 
He traveled through the country as a Jewish mer- 
chant, and sailed from Chaygleston, so I have 
learned.”’ 

I made a memorandum of this conversation at the 
time, and this is a verbatim report.

None ot Shakespeare’s plays have probably 
ever been put on the stage with mor: perfect 
regard to the text of the author as to time, 
place and scenesy. The scenery and ensemble 
of the play last night was simply magnificent, 
and every detatewas in keeping with the high 
mocrit which the version of each of these two 
distinguished artists have won for it in their 
appearances throughout the country in this 
master piece of the immortal author.

The 
giaveness of the philosophers, the drollery 
thrown into their actions, the dry humor, and 
tke unconscious wit of the two Dromios was 
cnough for these distinguished artists to pro- 
sent the chara@ters in a manner such as they 
have probably never been presented before and 
one Which makes the play one of the most not- 
able eV@r seen in Atlanta. 

The support throughout is in keeping with 
the magnificence of the play, and the fame of 
thestars.

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Hes a Drummer Any Rights that Conductors are 
Bound to Reepect? Was the Conductor Right 
or Wrong?-The Jury Will Decide—An 
Interesting Case, Poll of Novelty, 


In the United States circuit court yesterday 
morning, Judge Newman presiding, a very in- 
teresting suit for damages against a railway 
company was begun. The plaintiff is John W. 
Harrison, and the defendant is Henry Finck, 
the receiver of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and (reorgia sailroad. The damages claimed 
are $5,000. The plaintiff, who is a commercial 
traveler, last February took passage on a train 
onthe East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad at Flovilla, his destination being Jack- 
son, only five miles away. 

Not being povided with a ticket, he offered 
the conductor the price of the ticket in cur- 
rency. In obedience to a strict rule of the 
company, which provides that persons not 
holding a ticket shall pay twenty-five cents in 
addition tothe amount ofthe fare, receiving 
in return a rebate check, which is cashed at 
any ticket office upon presentation. This rule 
had been in effect some time and Cconductor 
Harris was familiar with itand had enforced 
it frequently. The rule was called to Harri- 
son’s notice and the knight of the bell cord 
proceeded tocollectthe bonus. But the pas- 
senger positively refused to pay it. The con- 
ductor tried to get the money, but Harrison 
was obdurate. The train was stopped and it 
was the conductor’s purpose to put Harrison 
off. The train came to a standstill, and the 
recalcitrant passenger, not relishing being 
forcibly ejected fram the coach, concluded 
that he would comply with the 
rule and pay the additional 
quarter. To his surprise the conductor de- 
clined to accept i; and compelled him to leave 
the tra'n. He hadto walk all the way to 
Jackson. The above are the allegations con- 
tained in the petition ofthe plaintiff. He fur- 
ther states that he was not able to get a _ ticket 
because of the absence of the ticket agent from 
his oflice just before the train started. In re- 
buttal ofghis last allegation the defendant al- 
leges that the ticket agent was at his post and 
was ready to sell atick t for Harrison had he 
applied for it. Evidence proving this fact was 
addvced yesterday morning. The case has got 
well under way and arguments will probably 
be heard today. The suit isa novel one, pre- 
senting mauy highly interesting features.

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'A FUGITIVE “MURDERER | 


CAUGHT BY THE MAN THAT PROSE- 
CUTED HIM. 


The Slayer of Ed Boyal, Who Escaped From the 
Chain Gang, Scoop\d In-—-TheConvict Tells a 
Trrillicng Story—How He Was Cap- 
tured—Will He Be Pardoned’ 


LitheMtoday or tomorrow,. Governor Gor- 
don will be visited by a party of citizens of 
Athens, who will present a petition for the 
free pardon of W. L. Seagraves, the slayer of 
Ed Royal. ‘Buck’ Seagraves, as he is famil- 
iarly called by bis friends, was tried for the 
murder of Royal. He was convicted of man- 
slaughter,and the judge sentenced him to 
serve twelve years in the chaingang. Ia 
speaking of the killing, Seagraves told a re- 
porter the sukjoined thrilling narrative: 

“I was sentenced to serve in the chaingang 
fortwelve long years for killing Ed Royal, 
who you all know. It was a drunken quarrel, 
and I struck Royal over the head witha to 
hacco box and killed him. .I was tried for 
murder and a verdict of manslaughter retarn- 
cd, ane | was sentenced as above stated. I 
stayed in the chaingang for seven months and 
fifteen days, and in June, Iosi, I made my es 
cape on the Marietta andl North Georgia 
railroad camp, between Canton and Bull 
Ground. I was assisted toeseape by outside 
parties, and furnished with money and clothes 
to make my way off. I had no idea of leaving 
the count: as my Wifeand children live in 
Athens ral Idid not think that anyone would 
ever try to capture me again. I got my wife 
and children away from Athens and rented 
land in Madison county, where I have been 
quietly living since 1ss1. Idid not change 
my name, and haye been overseer on the road 
and paid my taxes regularly underthe name 
of W. L, Seagraves. I have been a good and 
respected citizen of Madison county. I will 
leave this ev ening for Atlanta, where I will be 
again consigned to the chaingang to serve out 
my unexpired term. I shall ask fora pardon, 
and hope a.l my old friends in Athens will do 
their best to secure it for me.” 

Ir, D. M. Wilson, who prosecuted Seagraves, 
vas instrumental in effecting the arrest of the 
fugitive murderer. The day before yesterday 
he tock him back to Macon. Yesterday he 
brought him back to Atlantaand delivered him 
to the prine ipal keeper of the penitentiary. 

Wi ilson gave the following account of the 
aptute o of Seagraves: 

“TI got two men to go with me, and I 
ceeded to Madison county, where I had been 
informed that Seagraves was living. I went 
helow his house a mile. ard left our horses and 
went back near Seagraves s house and lay out in 
eae thicket during the remainder of the 

eht and secreted myself. I knew it would 
not do for us to go to the house in the night, 
and I waited for daylight to make the capture. 
Just at daylight 1 looked up the road and saw 
& man coming down it towards where myself 
and party -were secreted. I could not tell 
whether it was Seagraves or not until he came 
close up to where | was and I saw it was 
Buck Seagraves. I immediately covered him 
wiih my pistol and ordered him to throw 
upg his hands. .He threw up one of his 
hands, and the gentlemen with me ordered 
him tothrow up his other hand. This Sea- 
erayes did, and he was ordered to put his hands 
behind him and crossthem. I still kept him 
covered with my pistol] until his hands were 
tied and I saw there was no danger in him 
trying to get away, and after bringing him to 
Athens unt tied his hands, and he is now —_ 
He sub mit ted like a lamb, and has given us: 
trouble . . 

“Ts there nota reward outstanding for the 
arrest of Seagraves,” asked a CONSTITUTION 
reperter of one of the state house officials last 
night. 

“Yes, there is,” was the “and Mr. 
Wilson is clearly entitled to it. 

A number of the convict’s friends arein the 
city for the purpose of securing his pardon if 
possible. They havea numerously signed pe- 
tition, which they will forthwith ‘plac e in the 
governor's hands. This petition contains the 
names of most of the jurors that tried the case, 
of the lawyers engaged on the part of the pros- 
ecution, of prominent county officials and 
many highly respectable and influential citi- 
zens of Athens. 

At the time ofhis arrest Seagraves was liv: 
ing quietly on a farm in Madison county till- 
ing the soil and trying to make an honest liv- 
His wife was with him and his hearth- 

‘ was surrounded by his prattling little 
hildren. all unconscious of their father’s dis- 
rrace. Hewas very popular and was regarded 
by his neighbors as an honest, industrious 
man. Many of these neighbors will sign their 
names to the petition. 

The slayer of Royal does not appear to be a 
hardened criminal. His countenance is frank 
and honest. Those who have known him from 
hovhood declare that he isas true a man as 
was neverknown to do a 
mean or cowardly thing. They say he was 
crazed with drink when he committed the 
deed, and that, while the courts have held him 
to be responsible for his rashact,yet a humane 
governor may not judge him with equal sever- 
ity. They are confident of obtaining a pardon 
from Governor Gordon.

The boy proved to be Bill 
Caswell. a notoriously bad character, and he 
was scene and is locked up. The pig was 
brought in, too, and awaits an owner. 
AN OFFENDER CAPTURED.

MALE FIRE BUG. 


LUCY CROCKETSETS J A HOUSE ON 
FIRE WITH OIL. 


A Wegro Girl Becomes Angry With the Family 
Which She is Serviag, and When the Perpie 
are Away Saturates the Bed With Kero- 
sene and Applies the Match. 


Asthe city clocks wer> <trikirg one this 
morning Patrolmen Marshburne and Barnes, 
carefully guarding a negro girl about eighteen 
yearsgf age, walked into the city prison. 

The negro girl was Lucy Crockett. 

About twelve o’clock last night people living 
on Wells street, in the rear of the second ward, 
were startled by the ery ef fire, and upon 
locking, saw a bright blaze shining through 
the windows ofa cottage owned bya negro 
man known as George Allen. The 
blaze, at first, was sma}l. 
but in a few seconds it grewso bright that the 
interior of the entiee building appeared to be 
a sclid sheetof fire. Many of the 
people who heard the alarm ran_ to 
the house with the intention of as- 
sisting In the removal ef the household goods. 
No one had sae Aas that the building could 
be saved, so bright and  Iarge did 
the blaze seem to be. When within 
a few steps of the  honss- the 
people smelied burning rags, surrounded by a 
strolg aL a unmistakable odor of kerosene. 
The people rushed into the building and were 
suryriced to find the flames confined to 
one room. In one corner of 
the room occupied by Allen and his wife was a 
bed which was the only thing in the room 
purming. The bedding was one sheet of fire, 
The blaze was leaping up to the 
eciling, and the wood -was just be- 
ginning to take fire. The burning clothes 
were snatched from the bed and hurriedly 
carried out ofthe building by some, while oth- 
e18 threw buckets of water upon 
ve e small sparks which were just 

ommencing to work upon the ceiling. Allen's 
neighbors worked hard and fast, and in a short 
time the fire was outand the building saved 
from destruction. 

As soon as the fire was extinguished the p%o- 
ye around the house began to discuss the 
probable cause. Everybody felt satisfied that 
the bedding had been set on fire by some one 
who wished to destroy the building 
for some cause. At first no one could imagine 
who bad started the fire, but ina short time 

ispicion was directed te Lucy Crockett. The 
girl had lived in the family, and was famous 
throughout the neighborhood as a sur'y, sullen 
creature. It was generally observed, as soon 
as suspicion fell upon her, that she was absent 
from the crowd. This strengthened the sus- 
picion and search was busily commenced, 
Finally the girl was found secreted in a lot 
uear by, and when brought out confessed that 
she bad set fire to the «building. 
The crowd became furious when 
the gi:l admitted her guilt, and ‘many made 
plain their desire to take summary vengeance. 
Patrolmen Mashburn and Barnes, who were on 
the beat, bad been attracted to the 
locality by the noise, and upon learaing 
the situation took the girl in charge, thereby 
preventing any trouble. At police headquar 
ters the girl was locked up. She is a brown 
skin, heavy made girl, with any- 
thing but a good, pleasant face, and 
is quite ignorant. After being placed behind 
the bars, the girl said: 

“Ves, sir, 1 did set the house on fire.”’ 

“Why?” 

‘Because 
me.” 

“How did you do it””’ 

“Well, you see, George Allen 
were both away from home. George had beat 
meand abused me, and I said I would get 
even with him. I took the lamp ani, taking 
the top off, poured the oil all over the bed, ! 
then set it on fire,and that is all there is 
to it.”
